FIRST ADDENDA TO WATER POLLUTION CONTROL 
TREATMENT AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA and 
LEO-CEDARVILLE REGIONAL SEWER DISTRICT 


WHEREAS, on October 19, 1977, a Water Pollution Control Agree¬ 
ment was entered into between the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
(hereinafter called "City") and Leo-Cedarvi11e Regional Sewer 
District, (hereinafter called "District) providing for receipt 
and treatment by the City of the wastewater and sewage collected 
in the District; and 

WHEREAS, that by said Agreement it was the intention of the 
Darties that said City would receive said wastewater and sewage 
collected in the District for the term of twenty (20) consecutive 
years from the first date of connection or rendering of service 
and thereafter for an indeterminate number, of five (5) year terms 
after the initial term unless one of the parties should notify the 
other in writing at least three (3) years prior to the expiration 
of the original term or any additional five (5) year terms of its 
desire not'to continue the agreement; and 

WHEREAS, the Farmers Hone Administration, (hereinafter called 
"FHA") is contributing the sum of $840,000.00 to the District for 
partial construction costs of the sewer system and as security for 
said District's repayment of said funds to the FHA, said District 
is issuing its revenue bond to the FHA payable over a period of 
forty (40) years; and 

WHEREAS, the FHA has requested that the term of the Water 
Pollution Control Agreement be changed to. provide.that the City be 
bound to treat the wastewater and sewage of the District for a 
period of forty (40) years from the first date of connection or 
rendering of service or until such time as all bonds issued by the 
District to the FHA for the construction of the sewer system have 
been paid in full. 

MOW THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. That the Water Pollution Control Agreement between the City 
of Fort Wayne and the Leo-Cedarvi11e Regional Sewer District continue 
in full force and effect for forty (*0) consecutive years from the. 
first date of connection or rendering of service hereunder, or until 
such time as all bonds issued by the District to the FHA for the 
construction of said sewer system have been paid in full. 

2. That all other terns, agreements and provisions of said 
agreement of 0ctober r 17, 1977, remain in full force and effect.
